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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during December were valued at £3,738,429, the largest 
for the year with the exception of August. The total imports for the 
year were £39,391,430, the largest figures on record, and equal to 
£25 6s. per head of population. The direct oversea imports amounted 
to £20,937,351, as compared with £17,665,417 in 1906. The total for 
the year shows an increase of £4,666,031, or 14 per cent., made up of an 
increase of £3,711,408 in goods of British and Foreign produce, and of 
£954,623 in goods of Australian produce. In almost every article of 
oversea origin large increases were shown, the principal ones being 
apparel and soft goods, hats and caps, iron and metal manufactures, 
machinery, tea, and timber. Sugar shows a falling-off. 

The oversea exports for December amounted to £3,529,708, and show 
a decrease of £1,111,246 compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the twelve months they amounted to £32,964,126, which 
shows a small increase of £1,945,852, or 6 per cent., as compared with 
last year. The smallness of the increase was due to a large falling-off in 
the export of gold. Nearly all the principal articles show large increases ; 
horses, butter, leather, frozen beef, rabbit skins, timber, and tin show 
decreases. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of the former 
during the year increased by £5,222,110, but the latter decreased by. 
£3,276, 258. 

It is not at present possible to give the total exports for the year, as 
the Interstate movement for December is not available, but there are 
indications that it was the highest on record, and exceeded £49,000,000 
(or £31 10s. per head), which is nearly £4,000,000 more than in 1906. 
The total trade for the year, therefore, exceeded 88 millions pounds 
sterling. 

Shipping.—During 1907 346 more vessels entered the ports of the State, and 
394 more cleared therefrom, than in 1906. The total tonnage of vessels 
trading with the State was 12,087,683—namely, 6,072,723 entered, and 
6,014,960 cleared, both steam and sailing vessels showing large increases 
over 1906. 

Railways.—The report on railways for the quarter ended 31st December 
shows satisfactory results. Compared with the corresponding quarter of 
last year, the earnings show an increase of £62,220, notwithstanding 
large reductions in fares and freights, and the expenditure an increase of 
of £60,782, the net result being an improvement of £1,438. Relatively, 
the earnings decreased by 7}d. per train mile, and the expenditure by 


14d. per train mile. 
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Wheat Harvest, 1907-08.—According to information supplied by farmers, it 
is estimated that 8,686,500 bushels of wheat will be cut from 1,399,930 
acres, averaging 62 bushels per acre, and 189,400 tons of hay will be 
cut from 371,120 acres. 

With the exception of the drought year 1902, the present is the 
smallest harvest since 1897. This is due principally to adverse weather 
conditions, aggravated by a plague of grasshoppers. To some extent, 
also, dairying has supplanted wheat-growing in a few districts.

Gold Production.—The gold yield during December was 29,192 oz. crude, 
equal to 24,749 oz. fine, valued at £105,128. The value of gold produced 
during 1907 was £1,050,730, which shows a decrease of £28,136, as 
compared with the year 1906. 

Prices.—The index numbers show that during 1907 prices of staple products 
were generally 34 per cent higher than in 1901, and 5 per cent. higher 
than in 1906. The index number for all articles was 1,343 ; for pastoral 
products, 1,354; and for minerals, 1,461, compared with the basis 1,000 
in 1901. Wool increased about 8 per cent. in price during the year, 
but the industrial metals, after rising to a very high figure in June, have 
since declined largely (the index number for metals in December was 
1,085, as against 1,580 in June). The general index number for 
December was 1,207, the lowest for the year. 

Meteorology.—The rainfall during the month of December was below the 
average in the coastal district, with the exception of the extreme north 
and south, and in the greater part of the central and southern tableland, 
and the Western Riverina. The remainder of the State had some 
bountiful falls, and the records were in excess of the average. The 
temperature for the month was again slightly below the average. 

Land Selections.—During December 95 new settlers applied for 52,346 acres. 
During the year the number of new settlers has been 2,355, and the 
area applied for 1,555,335 acres. The original area set apart for 
residential settlement during the year has been 1,271,236 acres, 


representing 1,093 blocks,
